Gdnpowdbr Superseded. — Sir Macdon- 
aid Stephenson writes to the London Times, 
describing a new mortar upon which he is 

engaged. Me says : 

It consists of the new application of liigli- 
pressure steam to produce great ceiiiriluual 
velocity,,and the angle of .difioharge of shot 
or shell is res!ulated by very simple niech- 
atiisni. No gunpowder i.s used. Hvery de.s- 
criplion of rnissile can be ili.-eliarged, and if 
iiece.«sary, be kept in contiiuioiis operation, 
loaded, and discliargod by two tncn. The 
range varie.s from 800 lo 2,(.i00 yards, accord- 
ing to the velocity, angle of elevation, and 
dimensions of shot. Ten or more shots can 
be discharged for every single discharge of 
till! ordinary r"ortar. In llio original plan I 
proposed to apply a rotary steam eri^;ino to 
impart high centrifugal force lo a cylinder 
about seven feet in diameter, nisar the centre 
of which the shot are inserted, and pass 
down itie arms or spokes lo ihis pHriphery, 
wlierii they are relained by the apparatus, 
wliicli is regulated to release iIhmii at the 
precise time required. The velocity actjiiir- 
ed by centrifugal motion is siiUicient for the 
discliarge of the heaviest desoriplioii of hIkjI, 
and the arrai)gemeiil as to power, velocity, 
range, angle of discharge, weight of shot, 
and rapidity of firing, may be varied aooord> 
ing to circumstanoes. . , 

Oefreciated. — Within the past year 
cattle and beef have depreciated in this 
county to a remarkable extent.

Securely Anciioued. — A man named 
Thomas Brown, a Norwejjian by birth, who 
shipped on the brig VV. D. Rice, at Victoria, 
committed suicide by drowning, yesterday, 
about one o'clock, p. k., while the vessel 
was opposite Puyallup Bay, on her way to 
Steilacoom. It seems that he supposed 
himself suspected of a robbery recently 
committed on Fraser River, w'hence he came 
shortly prior to shipping on the Rice ; and 
this so agitated the' ^oor ' roah's 'inind >rs to 
create the hallucination that he was to b'c 
arrested forthe crime on his arrival at Steila- 
coom. What added to this delusion was 
the fact of a passenger coming on board at 
Victoria, whom be supposed to be an oflicer 
of the law cliargeil with his arrest. Pre- 
vious 10 jumping overboard, lie attached to 
his neck a snateh-block weighing sixty or 
seventy pounds, which prevented iiis rising 
again to tlie surface. A boat was immedi- 
ately lowered for bis rescue, but no trace of 
him could be seen after he disappeared. 
We have no doubt that mental derangement 
induced the act — Stetlacoom Herald.

r Br0,TA)<iTrkatmknt or a Child. — Oiir 
attention was called yesterday to the con- 
dition of a little boy, son of the late Captain 
Dodd, aged five years, who had' been one 
week at the Collegiate School of the 
Rev. A. C. Garrett, on the Church Reserve. 
The child's back and le^s are in a most 
deplorable condition, being completely 
covered with black, blue, and yellow 
stripes, evidoiilly inflicted with a heavy rod, 
which th(! child alleges, was applied by the 
principal of the school. We have never 
witnessed such a ma.ss of contusions as the 
little fellow's body presents; added to 
which, he h;is a cut nearly two inches in 
leiigltl on his right thigh, and a ."iwelling on 
one of his knees. Mrs. Dodd says that on 
being brought home he fainted, which she 
attributes to a want of sufficient food. If the 
si;(ieinent-of' the little fellow- be correct, 
(and from his gad appearance wo caimot 
doubt it) the matter should be most rigidly 
iiKjoired into, and the guilty parly made to 
sufler severely; We have no syropathyi 
witli^any main who would so inhumanly ill- ' 
use a child; and fully believe that the In- 
dians flogged the other day by the jack-tars 
from Esquimau did not suffer more severely. 
Let us have a speedy and full investigation 
of the brutal affair. 



Indian War. 

Some degree of al rm exists for fear that 

iin Indian war is imminent. We do not 

apprehend an outbroakiyerysoonT^'If there 

should be any, it is soinewKat remote. The 

sanguinary death of the two Hydah chiefs 

may lead the Hydahs to avenge their 

deaths ; and many unsuspecting persons 

may yet pay with their lives for what at 

most was but an unfortunate occurrence. 

What we fear most is the new Indian policy, 

to subject the Indiana within our settlemenl.s 

to our laws. Formerly, owing to the few 

men in the forts of the Company, it has 

been tlie policy to buy off the Indians by 

donations of blankets. A case of this kind 

occurred here about fifteen months ago, 

when a white man killed an Indian at the 

north end of the town. The Indians were 

consequently excited, and Gov. Don 

ordered a considerable number of blankets 

to bo {»iven them to appease their anger ; 

and Bd..!n8aw, the Queen Charlotte chief, 

deparl,e(l\^^at^^fi&^.t£THe'^dustom of buying 

imaiuaity,from.(.wrong;i8 a very old one 

ampng morB highly-civilized people ; and 

one that has. been-'t'adopted' down to a very 

late di|te^ Petty sTates and citigs'have ufiun 
4 been cum lelled to ransom themselves, or 

pay tribute to escape with their lives and a 

portion of their |)roperty. Of two evils, it 

was deemed advisable to choose the least; 

a]id we capnot well see how such a policy 

oaoilje^condemhed, when viewed from sur- 
rounding circumstances. In the United 

Stales, the policy of paying the Indian tribes 

not to go to war has bean gravely broached. 

thougf. only partially carried out, by paying 

them to relinquish their hunting groutub to 

the paie-faees. Siill, uf the enormous sums 

e.tpended there on Indian wars, perhaps a 

moiety would have sufficed to purchase im- 
munity from the stealthy attacks of the 

savage, ending only in loss of life to the 
'(iotniuanb race, and extermination to the 

barbarians. h.,isL difficult, however, to see 

oleariy^fiHoTv'' wi9'<''bbu Id •ransom ourselves, 

weje an aljian^er fi|mi^^^ui]^the{de8|cnc.tion 

of our settlements by the tribes to the north, 

or how we could prosper and yc: success- 
fully defend ourselves. Living as trie In- 
dians do chiefly on the shore, the tiaval forces 

might lollow and puni.-di lliem severely ; 

but the intense hatred thus created in the 

savage breast would only give rise to assas- 
sinations as our settlements advanced, and 

lay the I'uuiuiation fur undying ho.stility. 

Our policy evidently is rather to foster the 

hostility of tribe to tribe. In their division 

lies our strength ; in their union our lianger. 

By division, in case of outbreak, frieiully 

tribes could brt impressed into our service ; 

but did they know their, own power and 

unite, with iul a strong military and naval 

force, we could never make them sue fur 

submission, or escape a long and bloody In- 

dtaVfc^war<-i«Ui<Mt' " • ■ < - 
The sad cohay^iiences'to'our prosperity of 

an lndian wjin^re too apparent |o need nar- 
ration. Our new policy, therefore, ought to 
be ^y^-wisoly and cautiously inaugurated. 

TRe change from paying tribute to ihe In- 
dians to repelling foice by force, should not 

be too sudden. Neither should the Indians 

within our settlements, who have hitherto 

been allowed lo exact •' an eye for an eye. 

or a tooth for a tooth," be subjected without 

due and timely notice to punishment for an 

infringement of our laws. It would be an 

injustice. After the chiefs and tribes have 

been properly and understarulingly warned 

of the penalties lor robbery and murder, and 

to desist from shedtling blood, then such 

scenes as havo been lately enacted could 

be punished with some show of justice. 

Eveii the W9jl:dispoaed^..and thoserindiiK^d 

10 irade rather than to shed blood, would be 

oonvlncflti of the justioe of, the pale-faces ; 

and'^tb^iOow^* ru&e^Aj^atiole^'and desire to 

t;(i4tSVi!Hb;u>,>l would assist not only in di- 
.MViding tribe against trbe, but the warriors 
- 'iigalnst warriors in the same tribe, and en- 
able us 10 gradually reduce them to tame 

subjection. 

The exclusive trade with the Northern 

Indians possessed by the Hudson Bay Com- 
pany must suffer severely within a brief pe- 
riod. The altraolive town, and the greater 

opportunities for barter, as well as employ- 
ment, will induce the Indians to visit uh 
!■ rntlier than slay at homo and trailo with 

their old cusloniJis. Tor a long jieriod yet 

to come w(! ni.iy expect a large Indian pop- 

ulalioii in our niiil.st as occafiiuiial visitors; preseiiled with a pair of Ihulson liay coriln- 
and however undosirable, il will bo diliicult roys, in order lo hide his nakedness" from 
to enliioly prevent tliom. Wo can, howovor, the eyes of the civilized portion of the com- 
jessiin the dan;;cr to oursolves by enacting a' tn^anity. ' i, ' > , 



Chinamen. — Oiir streets are ' crowded 
with Celestials bound for the British Colum- 
bia mines. From China and from Califor- 
nia, ihey continue to pour in at the rate of 
500 weekly, and lo.se ' no ' time in making 
arrangements for transportation lo the gold 
regions. Largo numbers are said to be still 
on the way. From tiU along the river we 
hear accounts of tlie Chinese having paid 
large sums of money lor bars already worked 
over by wnite miners, and in some instances 
setlli:ig down upon new ground. The sale 
of hariiware and biir boots to these new 
comers is immense; but with other articles 
they are {generally very well siip|ilieil. Ta- 
ken all in all, the Chinese have really been 
of great benefit to the mercantile t iasses 
generally this season. Whether mining in- 
terests will receive a oorrespoodiug benelli, 
remains to be 'seen. ' 



Arrival rnoHTHE River. — The steamer 
Wilson G. Hunt arrived from the river on 
Sunday morniug. The news still continues 
encouraging. The Hunt brought 25 passen- 
gers, principally traders. Hardly a miner 
from Quesnelle is to be found on the Leaver 
Eraser who does not purpose reluming im- 
mediately. The Hunt brought down about 
S20,000 in dust. The Pony Express did not 
connect this Irip, but was hourly expected 
at Lytton with a largo amount of treasure.
